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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Citizens of the town of Lyndeboro’. Having served 
as Superintendent of your common schools, a part of 
the past year, it now becomes a duty devolving on me 
as such to submit to you the following report of your 
Schools: 


DISTRICT NO LI. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Samuel Jones. Miss 
Georgia D. Giles, of Wilton, Teacher of Winter 
Term. Length of school 12 weeks: wages of teachers 
~ including board $23, per month. Whole number of 
scholars attending, 34: average of attendance, 27. 

Money assigned this District, $121.12. This. school 
your Committee is happy to report as one of high merit 
on the part of both teacher and scholars. At the clos- 
ing examination this school, attended by a large num- 
ber of citizens of the District, gave satisfactory “evidence 
of good progress in all the branches of study pursued 
during the term. 

“The exercises in Arithmetic and Grammar were con- 
ducted with a great degree of thoroughness and accu- 
racy. ‘The reading classes, also, gave good evidence that 
the principles of Reading had not only been made a 
study theoretically, but practically ; thereby enabling 
the reading classes to acquit themselves with much 
credit. In conclusion, your Committee feels justified 
in representing this asa model school. Miss G’s qual- 
ifications asa ‘Teacher, are not easily surpassed. We 
hope she may long continue in the field.

DISTRICT NO. IL 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Foster Woodward. This 
School continued seven weeks, under the instruction 
of Miss Martha Conant, of Mont Vernon. Money as- 
signed for the year, $107.08. Number of scholars at- 
tending during the term, 24; average attendance, 14. 

Miss Conant commenced her work in this school with 
good faith, hoping to secure the approbation of both 
parents and scholars, (an important item in the welfare 
of every school) which unfortunately was not the result 
of her efforts. Yet the school, when visited by your 
Committee, appeared exceedingly well ; good order and 
thorough lessons seemed to be the leading feature of 
the school. In conclusion, we feel that Miss Conant, 
though not having that success which would have been 
pleasing to have had her lead, ranking high as a sehol- 
ar, as a lady of dignity, and refinement, can yet be use- 
ful in our common schools. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Mr. John Hartshorn, Prudential Committee.: Mr. 
Theodore Collins, teacher of winter term. Money as- 
signed, $157.30. Wages of teacher per month, includ- 
ing board, $35.00. Whole number of scholars, 41.— 
Average attendance not given in Register. 


This school has the greatest amount of money of any — 


district in town, and the largest number of scholars.— 


Mr. Collins, though a good scholar, did not succeed with 


that degree of success in the management of this school, 
that was wished he might. 

We are led, however, to infer from the condition of 
the school at its close, that the money was spent to 
some profit. Your committee found the best and largest 
Colburn’s Arithmetic class in this school of any in 
town ; it bears the palm of solving hard problems men- 


tally—much honor due. We wish Mr. Collins success — 


in his future attempts. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Asa Hill. This school 
continued 104 weeks under the instruction of Miss

Lottie R. Adams, of New Boston. Amount of money 
assigned this District, $68.04. Wages of teachers per 
month including board, $16. Whole number of differ- 
ent scholars, 22; average attendance, 14. 

This school was conducted by Miss Adams with a 
great degree of interest and profit. Wefound a well 
disciplined class in mathematics, able to demonstrate 
Common and Decimal Fractions with excellent under- 
standing. Singing was introduced with pleasing effect, 
and we hope the time will soon come when singing will 
become a branch ef study in our Common Schools. 
Miss Adams is the possessor of that fine ability of gov- 
erning her schools by moral suasion; thereby gaining 
the respect of her scholars, without which no school 
can be presperous. Permit us to say that with the 
services of so faithful a teacher no school can fail of be- 
ing a profitable one under her instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 


Mr. William Burton, Prudential Committee. Miss 
Lizzie Davis teacher of Winter Term. Money assign- 
ed, $62.55. Wages of teacher including board, per 
month, $14,00. Whole number of scholars, 14 ; aver- 
age attendance during the term 11 6-7. 

This school having come under the care of my pre- 
decessor your committee is unable to determine the full 
amount of progress made. Judging from appearance, 
however, at the closing examination, we are led to infer 
that the money was well expended. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 


Mr. Lawrenc@Howard, Prudential Committee. Tea- 
cher of winter term, Miss Abbie F. Crosby. Money as- 
signed this district, $102.59. 

This was the first school visited by your committee 
after his appointment. It had been in session about 
four weeks, and appeared to give jgreat evidence of a 
thorough teacher, especially the Reading and Geogra- 
phy classes, though being informed at the time that 
disaffection existed on the part of some of the District. 
It was hoped, however, that Miss Crosby might prosper 
in her efforts to make the term a profitable one; but it 


e 
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is well known that school troubles when once arisen 
will not grow much smaller in magnitude, as was the 
case in this District, which resulted in a shorter term 
than was anticipated. We think Miss Crosby well 
qualified for the school room, amiable and praiseworthy 
in deportment, and earnestly hope her future efforts as 
a teacher may be successful. 

At the close of this term there was an extra session 
of two weeks in this: District taught by Mrs. William 
Cleaves, a lady of much character as a teacher, having 
kept three terms in this District before. Your Commit- 
tee was again anxious for a union movement in this 
school but failed in a measure to effect the same, as not 
all the scholars that ought to enjoy the benefit of the 
school money, were represented in this school. Yet 
Mrs. Cleaves, at the close of her term, conducted the 
exercises with a good degree of merit and understand- 
ing. 

DISTRICT NO. VIL. 


Prudential Committee, L. A. Tyler. Miss Lizzie 
Moore, of Sharon, teacher of 2nd term. Amount of 
money assigned, $111.18. Whole number of scholars, 
29. Average attendance, 214. 

Miss Moore commenced her work we believe with a 
disposition to do well; though trivial disturbances 
arose during the term yet on the whole it is believed 
the money was expended to a good degree of profit. 

The school appears well in every department of study 
that had been pursued during the term. ‘This school 
consists mostly of small scholars, but @re laying a good 
foundation for thorough practitioners. 


DISTRICT NO. VIIL 


Prudential Committee, Mr. George Spalding. Miss 
Joie C. Jones, teacher of winter term. Length of 
school, in weeks, 12. Wages of teacher, per month, 
including board, $11.80. Whole number of scholars 
attending, 10; average attendance, 7 11-22. 

This school was taught by one of our town’s ladies, 
and with good success. Your committee was present 
on the day of its closing, and was well pleased with the 
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progress of the school generally ; good order prevailed 
throughout the exercises, and the recitations weré at- 
tended with a good degree of perfection. On the whole 
we consider it a good school. 


DISTRICT NO. LX. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Jotham 8. Stephenson.— 
Length of school 9 weeks. Wages of teacher per 
month, including board, $14. Whole number of schol- 
ars attending, iT. Average, 6 1-4. 

This Reo was under the instruction of Miss Eliza 
Stephenson, who having taught the summer term with 
good success, thought it adv RATE to undertake the win- 
ter term. ‘T’he schnel commenced with a good degree 
of interest, both with teacher and scholars, “but sudden 
emergencies having crept in and disturbed the quietude 
the remaining part of the term was rendered less profit- 
able; still those scholars that continued in school until 
its close made good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 


Manly Kidder, Prudential Committee. Mr. Rodney 
K. Wilder, of Peterborough, teacher of winter term.— 
Length of school 11 weeks. Wages of teacher, includ- 
ing board, per month, $24. Money assigned, $18.01. 
Whole number of scholars, 16. Average attendance, 
12. ‘This is the only union district in our town, made 
up of Lyndeboro’ and Francestown scholars. 

Mr. Wilder having been re-called to his work of teach- 
ing in this district, renewed it with much honor to him- 
self and profit tg his pupils. ‘he school at the closing 
examination gave good evidence of improvement. The 
classes in Mathematics and Physiology acquitting them- 
selves with a clear understanding of the ground they 
had been over. On the whole, we can report the money 
in this district as well expended. This district looks 
well to their name. 

Fellow citizens of Lyndeborough, having completed 
the work devolving on me as Superintendent of your 
Common Schools the past year, it is with a feeling of 
truth that I report to you that I have done in all in- 
stances what I conceived to be my duty, hoping thereby 
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to incur the displeasure of no one. The cause of edu- 
cation is one of deep importance and well deserves the 
full co-operation of all. In this work the town of 
Lyndeboro’ is by no means in the back ground. You 
have furnished your children with good means for ac- 
quiring an education having excellent school houses, 
raising yearly extra funds aside from the requirement 
of the law with which to lengthen your schools, a work 
which your children can but help ever to appreciate in 
their after life. 

Bear patiently a few words more and we close. We 
would impress upon the minds of our people the impor- 
tance of being united in our school matters, in order to 
have profitable schools. Your committee is truthful in 
representing to you that parents of scholars can do quite 
as much toward supporting good schools as can the tea- 
chers, therefore the importance of being united in our 
school matters if we would have successful terms. Pru- 
dential Committees should use great care in selecting 
such teachers as will meet the full approbation of the 
people of their district. Solomon tells us that in a mul- 
+itude of counsel there is safety. Let us look well to 
the welfare of our Common Schools.
